OUR  1938  INTRODUCTION 


Edwina  May— (I.  D.) — Introducing  this  dahlia  which  scored  (82) 
at  the  trial  grounds  of  the  American  Dahlia  Society  at 
Storrs  Conn.  This  color  is  at  the  base  of  petals  around 
center — pinard  yellow,  middle  and  tips  of  petals  light  phlox 
purple  which  grows  to  a  height  of  6  feet  with  flowers  that 
are  medium  to  heavy  in  size,  5  to  8  in.,  with  a  depth  average 
of  3  in.,  on  good  stem  . . . $  5.00 


FEW  OF  THE  LATER  INTRODUCTIONS 


Mary  Tallmadge — (Peck-Ailing)  (I.  D.)  It  is  difficult  these 
days  to  get  a  variety  which  is  distinct  or  an  improvement 
in  color  over  existing  varieties.  This  is  decidely  different, 
being  a  peculiar  old  rose  shaded  mulberry  pink  with  a 
smoky  overcast.  The  growing  habits  are  ideal,  long  stems, 
strong  plants  with  heavy  leaf  resisting  foliage.  It  may  be 
grown  as  large  as  the  best  of  them  and  the  blooms  are  pro¬ 
duced  freely  .  Roots  $7.50  Plants  $  3.00 

Barbara  Ann — (I.  D.)  This  bi-color  flower  is  uniform  in  size 
and  marking.  Every  plant  is  crowded  with  bloom  and 
makes  an  outstanding  attraction.  Deep  rose  red  with  white 

tips;  6-7  inches  in  diameter;  4-5  inches  deep  without  any 
disbudding . $  3.00 

Rex — (I.  D.)  A  combination  of  buff  and  light  golden  yellow, 
suffused  with  peach  pink  and  golden  sheen.  The  long  petals 
face  outwards  making  a  very  artistic  bloom  10-12  inches  in 
diameter,  5-7  inches  deep  on  strong  stems . $  5.00 

Jessica  Dragonette — (Semi  Cac.)  The  color  chart  shows  the 
color  to  be  picric  yellow,  suffused  with  Venetian  pink.  How¬ 
ever,  a  description  which  we  think  more  readily  visualized 
would  be  peach  and  cream  with  a  shading  of  deeper  pink 
on  the  reverse  of  the  petals  . . . $  2.50 

Hunt’s  Velvet  Wonder — (I.  D.)  Color  is  violet-purple  and  bur- 

gandy  to  true  purple.  Blooms  are  large  deep  and  massive.... $  2.50

with  a  good  long  stem.  The  color  is  a  beautiful  shade  of

Ballego’s  Glory — (F.  D.) — A  Holland  variety  of  unusual  color  of 
mahogany  red  with  a  distinct  gold  border  or  each  tip  on 
each  petal  . $  1.00 

Bashful  Giant — Dec. — Very  free-blooming  dahlia  of  apricot  and 

buff  shades.  Good  strong  grower  . $  .35 

Buckeye  King — (D.) — A  very  glowing  amber  yellow  on  splen¬

Dakota — Dec. — A  dahlia  of  deep  rich  bronze,  with  shadings  of

Dr.  John  H.  Carman — Dec. — The  color  of  this  large  glorious 
flower  of  bright  tyrian  rose.  An  exhibition  variety  and  ad¬

Dwight  Morrow — (F.  D.)  Blooms  medium  to  large.  Color  a 
rich  crimson  red.  Stem  good,  except  in  extremely  hot  wea¬ 
ther.  A  very  graceful  and  beautiful  dahlia — 10  inches  in

E.  C.  Bull — Dec. — A  pleasing  fine  waxy  white.  Free  flowering 

and  a  good  keeper  . $  .35 

Elite  Glory — Dec. — A  dahlia  that  has  had  long  run  of  popularity 
and  still  good.  Color  rich  red.  Blooms  large  of  good  form 
and  held  erect  on  long  stiff  stems  . . $  .50

inches  in  diameter,  petals  split  on  ends;  very  free  flowering.

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Kaweah — An  enormous  flower  of  a  rich  fuschia  shade.  This 

dahlia  is  found  to  be  very  popular  . $  1.50 

Le  Grand  Manitour — (Dec.)  A  very  large  dahlia  on  a  good 

stem.

Molly  Shepard — Color  is  a  bright  cherry  red  slightly  deeper  at 

the  center.  Free  blooming  on  good  stems . Roots  $  .75 

Monmouth  Champion — Dec. — Bright  orange  scarlet  blooms.  Flow¬ 
ers  very  freely  on  strong  vigorous  plants;  of  enormous  size 
measuring  nine  to  thirteen  inches  across..., . $  .50 

M  rs.  Charles  Blackstone — Dec. — Has  enormous  perfect  double 
flowers  and  broad  petals  of  pale  lemon  yellow  carried  on 
long  stiff  stems.  Very  free  blooming . $  1.50 

Mrs.  George  Skene- — A  handsome  flower.  Color  “Dapne  Red” 

Vigorous  grower,  free  bloomer  on  good  stems  . $  .50

Oriental  Glory — Dec. — light  cadmium  orange  shaded  with  dark 
cadmium  orange  reverse  scarlet,  which  color  shows  at  the 
center.  Good  stiff  stems  . $  .75 

Porthos — Dec. — Large  round  flower  of  a  sparkling  deep  red 
color.  A  strong  grower  of  upright  habit  and  profuse  bloom¬ 
ing  . . . $#  .35 

Prise  11a — Very  pale  lilac  dahlia  with  a  good  stem  .  $  .50 

Princess  Pat — Smoky  old  rose  and  pink.  Free  blooming  and 

good  keeper  . $  .50 

Purity — Dec. — One  of  the  best  whites  which  is  a  very  free  bloom¬ 
ing  on  good  strong  plants.  Color  a  pure  white  . $  .35 

Queen  of  the  Garden — (F.  D.)  It  is  a  large  primrose  yellow 

with  a  good  strong  stem  . . . $  .35 

Rockley  Moon — (F.  D.)  The  color  is  clear  bright  yellow  and  the 
blooms  are  produced  on  long  erect  stems.  Flowers  are  large 
and  the  plants  are  tall,  vigorous  growers  . $  1.00 

Rose  Fallon — Dec. — Wonderful  flowers  of  enormous  size  held 
upright  on  straight,  strong  and  stiff  stems.  The  color  is 
rich  old  gold  . $  .35 
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Robert  Treat — Dec. — American  beauty  rose  color.  One  of  the 
largest  we  grow,  and  in  spite  of  the  size  and  depth  is  held 
well  aloft  on  good  strong  stems  . $  .50 

Rudee  Vallee — Dec. — Chrome  yellow  at  center,  graduating  to 

grenadine  red.  Good  stiff  stems . $  1.00 

Sanko — The  flowers  of  this  variety  presents  a  fluffy  chrysan¬ 
themum  appearance.  Strong  cane  like  stems.  Color  pearly 
white  at  base  of  petals  shaded  on  overcast  of  delicate  silvery

Shahrazed — In  California  known  as  the  pink  Jane  Cowl.  A  huge 
deep  pink  of  good  substance  and  depth  on  an  excellent 
strong  stem . $  .50 

Tan  Jersey — Sport  of  the  Jersey  Beauty  and  is  a  good  dahlia  for 

cut  flower  variety  being  of  tan  color,  with  strong  stems  ....$  .50 

The  Spirit  of  St.  Louis — (Dec.)  It  is  the  nearest  to  a  true 
American  Beauty  Rose  color  as  we  have  seen.  A  superb 
flower  of  wonderful  beauty  and  one  we  are  pleased  to  rec¬ 
ommend  . $  .35 

The  Emperor — (Dec.)  The  color  of  this  fine  dahlia  is  a  deep 

maroon  with  cane  like  stems  . $  .50 

Thomas  Edison — Dec. — A  very  large  flower.  Color  of  glorious 
bright  tyrian  rose,  royal  purple  with  a  rich  brilliant  finish 
on  good  strong  stems  . $  .50 

Treasure  Island — Dec. — Another  introduction  that  does  particu¬ 
larly  well  during  the  draught.  A  bright  autumn  shade  com¬ 
bination  of  apricot  and  gold  with  a  rose  suffusion.  Flowers 
are  held  erect  on  stiff  stems  . $  .50 

The  World — Dec. — The  coloring  is  unusual  rich  deep  rosy  ma¬ 
genta  overlaid  garnet  with  silver  shadings  on  edges  of 
petals.  Stems  strong  and  stiff . $  .50 

Wm.  H.  Hogan — Dec. — Color,  garnet  red  with  white  tips  running 

down  the  center  of  the  petals.  Stems  stiff  and  straight . $  .50 

White  King  — This  dahlia  is  a  sport  of  the  Francis  La  Rocco  and 
its  color  is  snow  white  with  a  good  strong  straight  stem  mak¬ 
ing  it  a  wonderful  cut  flower . $  .50 

White  Wonder — A  very  large  white  sometimes  called  the  white 
Fort  Monmouth.  A  deep  flower  with  pointed  petals.  A 
big  producer  of  roots  as  well  as  flowers . $  1.00 

W.  H.  T. — Rich  old  rose  or  begonia  rose  with  mauve  shades  on 
reverse  of  petals.  Petals  are  thick  and  of  great  substance

Dixie  Ravenscroft — (I.  Dec.)  A  large  cheerful  bloom  of  bright 
orange  and  the  face  with  a  reverse  of  lemon  and  golden 
yellow  . $  1.00 

Eliza  London  Shepard — The  rich  coloring  of  this  dahlia  makes  it 
very  attractive.  Bright  golden  orange  apricot  so  blended 
that  it  makes  a  one-tone  spectacular  flower  which  are  borne 
on  long  stiff  stems  . $  .50 


Forest  Fire — Dec. — A  dahlia  that  is  decidedly  different.  Brilliant 

scarlet  flame  with  golden  shadings.  Stems  heavy  and  strong. .$  3.00 

Fort  Monmouth — Dec. — A  giant  dahlia  which  more  than  made 
good.  A  rich  crimson  maroon  shading  to  a  violet  at  tips  of 
the  petals.  Good  stems  and  an  excellent  keeper  . $  .75 

Fort  Washington — Dec. — A  strong  growing  plant,  with  immense 

blooms  of  good  deep  velvety  maroon  . $  .75 

Francis  Larocco — Dec. — This  might  best  be  termed  as  a  cream 
yellow  cut-flower,  as  is  Jersey  Beauty  a  pink.  It  is  of  med¬ 
ium  size,  has  fine  stems  and  the  flowers  are  of  that  hard

Grace  Curling — Dec. — A  charming  flower  of  bright  lilac  with  a 
trace  of  white  at  the  base  of  petals,  which  are  cleft,  adding 
interest  to  the  form.  It  is  suitable  for  exhibiting,  and  attrac¬ 
tive  in  the  garden . . $  .50 

Heather  bloom — (I.  D.)  The  formation  of  this  variety  resembles 
a  large  recurved  chrysanthemum.  The  color  is  a  rich,  rosy 
purple  with  heavy  shading  of  white . $  1.00 

Hillcrest  Cinderella — (I.  D.) — Large  lavender  with  a  good

— Apricot  Buff,  with  salmon  tints 
shading;  to  a  soft  yellow  at  base  of  petals.  Large  blooms  on 
excellent  stems  . $  2.00 

Attraction — Cac. — A  large  flowering  dahlia  on  a  strong  stem  with 

a  clear  color  of  lilac-rose  . $  .50 

Ballet  Girl — (Cac.)  This  dahlia  is  orange  with  petals  tipped 

white.  Free  blooming  on  a  good  stem  . $  .35 

California  Enchantress — Cac. — The  color  is  a  delicate  shade  of 
rose  pink  to  lavender  pink  with  slight  blending  of  white  to¬ 
ward  center.  Making  it  very  beautiful;  good  erect  stems  ....$  .50 

Cheshire — Semi-Cac. — This  is  an  odd  dahlia  of  a  red  tinged  with 

yellow.  Very  attractive  . $  .50 

Cigarette — Semi  Cac. — Creamy  white,  heavily  edged  orange  with 
color  variations.  Some  flowers  come  all  orange  red.  Petals 
are  long  and  narrow,  inclined  to  roll.  Good  for  cutting . $  .50 

City  of  Poughkeepsie — Cac. — The  color,  deep  purple  with  white 

tips  . $  .50 

Countess  of  Lonsdale — Cac. — Its  flowers  are  produced  on  long 
stiff  stems,  making  it  very  desirable  for  cut  flowers.  Sal¬ 
mon-red  or  cinnamon  red  . $  .50 

Diana  Bourbon — Cac. — Flame  red.  A  radiant.  Very  fine  keep¬ 
ing  qualities  . $  1.00 

Eagle  Rock  Wonder — Semi  Cac. — Orange,  buff  tinted  coral  pink.
